“Money spent upon the atomic 
bomb could pulverize a dozen 
enemy war plants at no more ex- 
pense than destroying a single 
plant with TNT—and this says 
nothing of the fact that one plane 
can deliver one A-bomb as against

Most valuable diary has been 
the one kept by John E. Toole, 
treasurer of American Lithofold 
and former RFC employe. It was 
his diary that disclosed Lithofold 
got its RFC loan exactly three days 
after Boyle telephoned Harley 
Hise, then board chairman of 
RFC, and intereeded on behalf 
of the St. Louis firm. Boyle had 
just gone on the Lithofold payroll 
at $500 a month at the time.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
—The Senate-today joined the 
House in overriding President 
Truman’s veto of a bill doubling 
or nearly doubling the pensions 
of veterans disabled in civil life. 
The voie was 69 to 9. 

The action writes the measure 
into law despite Truman’s objec- 


tions. 

Two Republicans and seyen 
Democrats supported the veto on 
the roll call. They were: Repub- 
licans — Duff, Pennsylvania, and 
Ferguson, Michigan. Democrats— 
Byrd,’ Virginia; Douglas, Illinois; 
Ellender, Louisiana; Fulbright, 
Arkansas; Gillette, Iowa; O’Ma- 
honey, Wyoming, and Robertson, 
Virginia. 

Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
voted to override the veto. Sen- 
ators Hennings (Dem.), Missouri, 
and Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois, were 
not recorded as voting. 

The votes of two-thirds of the 
senators voting was necessary to 
set aside the presidential veto. 
The House acted on the veto Aug. 
17, voting 318-45 against the Pres- 
ident, .

Injured Get Quick Attention. 


Dr. Kelly had high praise for 
the response given his emergency 
call by doctors and nurses. When 
he arrived on the scene he im- 
mediately alerted the three hos- 
pitals, and by the time _ the 
injured began to arrive there 
were full staffs of medical per- 
sonnel waiting.

1950 Strategy Criticized. 

The league’s administrative 
committee, in criticizing the 1950 
| CTO-AFL publicity campaign, de- 
clared: 

“One lesson that we should have 
learned ... is that labor ean often 
get too much public credit for 
supporting a particular candidate 
. « « in some instances we only 
played into the hands of our ene- 
mies, who pointed to our own pub- 
licity and said, ‘See, the labor 
bosses have teamed up on me.’” 


However, if the league has its 
way, the AFL’s political effort 
won’t. be weakened. The commit- 
tee said, it must redouble its ef- 
forts to get out the voters for can- 
didates friendly to labor. 


“There is no question,” it re- 
ported, “that we have the votes 
to elect a friendly Congress in 
1952. But those votes are purely 
potential. Registration drives must 
be commenced wherever they are 
not being carried on now.” 
Wherever possible, the commit- 
tee said, labor should start exert- 
ing influences on both parties to 
put wp good candidates.

Schoeppel said he tried in vain 
to get a copy of the reports and 
surveys from A. E. Howse, an aid 
of Wilson who has been named to 
co-ordinate the gathering of flood 
damage information by the Gov- 
ernment agencies. 

Schoeppel said he was “very 
definitely surprised” when Howse 
told him he could not release the 
information and “forbade” 
Schoeppel from going through the 
material. Schoeppel said he was 
informed that this was on Can- 
non’s orders. 

Schoeppel said’ he wanted to 
pass on the information to con- 
gressional committees which will 
consider President Truman’s re- 
quest for a $400,000,000 flood re- | 
lief program.

ONE KILLED, 5 HURT 


MONON, Ind., Sept. 18 (AP) — 
The Monon railroad began an in- 
vestigation today to find why a 
passenger train sped into a sharp 
curve, demolished the stone sta- 
tion here and killed the head en- 


gineer. 

Of the five persons injured, 
only one was reported to be in 
serious condition—Miss Alice Bur- 
lington, of Monon. She was wait- 
ing on the station platform for 
her mother. 

The body of the engineer, H. D. 
Dickerson, 66 years old, Lafayette, 
Ind., was dug out of the limestone 
ruins 90 minutes after the wreck 
yesterday. His fireman, Charles 
Henriott, 36, Lafayette, was 
trapped just as long, but he was 
reported to be in satisfactory con- 
dition. 

All five passenger coaches 
were hurt. 

R. R. Gavin, Lafayette, Monon 
general manager, said witnesses 
told him the train, bound from 
Chicage to Louisville, was travel- 
ing between 50 and 60 miles an 
hour, though the line has a speed 
limit of 15 miles an hour on the 
curve. He estimated damage to 
the station and train at $250,000.

ammunition how to Operate when 
a battlefield is blasted and seared 
under atomic barrage. 

These men and officers drawn 
from the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, and including an Army bat- 
talion combat team, will get their 
atomic warfare indoctrination 
during a new series of nuclear 
tests at the Frenchman Fiats 
(Nev.) proving ground. 

The military has designated as 
“Exercise Desert Rock” this first 
atomic warfare troop maneuver. 

The combat team will establish 
a battle position, dig trenches and 
dugouts and string wire before 
each explosion. Then it will 
move to safe positions as the ex- 
plosion comes, an Army announce- 
ment explained last night. 

Presumably, their places in the 
trenches will be taken by blast 
and heat recorders and Geiger 
counters to record what would 
happen to them as the detonation 
occurs and for the period of radia- 
tion danger immediately after. 

If the explosions occtir in the 
air (as they would in the case of 
bombs dropped or shells fired for 
maximum effect against troops 
deployed in the field) the troops 
will be able to resume their posi- 
tions within-a few minutes be- 
cause there will be no dangerous 
residual radio-activity. 

But if an explosion occurs on 
the ground or beneath it, the area 
can be dangerously radioactive 
for some time. 

The announcement said _ that 
“supporting service troops” will 
operate with the combat team. 
This indicates that the tests also 
are designed to show how much 
damage to food, clothing, commu- 
nications systems and other ma- 
terial used by a combat unit in

While the Kinney commission’s plan involves 
concessions to conflicting interests, it also puts 
road money whefe it is seriously needed. No- 
body with the public interest in mind would 
oppose the entire plan. So the question of oppo- 
sition again rests with the lobbyists. y 

The trucking crowd had offered, without ex- 
cessive generosity, to accept a 50 per cent rise 
in their low fees. This would have meant $2,- 
000,000 more road revenue a year. Instead, the 
commission proposes raising $8,000,000 more, or 
a 200 per cent increase. 

As a concession, the truckers could raise the 
gross weight limit on trucks from 56,000 to 
60,000 pounds. Probably the present limit is 
high enough for our old and cracking pave- 
ments. But the proposed maximum would be 


» more in accord with those of surrounding states, 


and would not be excessive by modern highway 
standards. : 

This certainly is as much of a boon as should. 
be made to the truckers. If the organized road 
busters do not go along with the new program, 
the legislators ought to park the lobbyists out 
on the Capitol lawn, and shift the* legislation 
into high gear. 

The commission’s plan offers Missouri «a 
chance to get to work on a modern road system 
after a dozen years of detours. 
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Gifts and Expenses 

One of the “fringe” issues of Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Company’s application for 
higher rates is the company’s request that the 
Missouri Public Service Commission treat its 
charitable contributions as a nécessary business 
expense. 

Necessary these payments may be, but the 
question is whether they should be «borne by 
Southwestern Bell or by its customers. If the 
Commission treated them as a business expense, 
telephone rates would be fixed high enough to 
cover them, and so the burden would be effec- 
tively shifted to the company’s customers. 

Most of the customers have their own chari- 
table contributions to make. Would they then 
be entitled to shift the burden to somebody else 
—say, to their employers—on the ground that 
charity is a necessary item in the cost of living? 
If everybody were to charge his charity to some- 
body else, when would it cease to be charity? 


Senator Humphrey Backing Down? 


Senator Humphrey's polite note to. Repre- 
sentative Curtis of St. Louis will be read by 
many persons to mean that the Senator is seek- 
ing an easy way to bow out of the premised in- 
vestigation of alleged racketeering in the con- 
struction unions in the St. Louis area. 

The Senator wrote Mr. Curtis that the Senate 
labor-management subcothmittee is considering 
what to do about the situation and that as soon 
as a decision is made he would ask Mr.. Curtis 
to discuss the problem of an investigation. More. 
than two weeks ago, Mr. Humphrey flatly prom- 
ised to send an investigator to look into the © 
situation. But since.-then, he has gradually 
backed down. : 

Mr. Humphrey’s latest reason for delay is that 
the subcommittee’s regular appropriation is al- 
most exhausted, leaving the group but two 
choices: Use the scant remaining funds to send 
‘the investigator now, or delay a full-scale inquiry 
until the subcommittee’s regular -annual ap- 
propriation becomes available in January. 

We hope that Mr. Curtis will hold the Senator 
to his word and insist that something be done 
now. As Mr. Curfis has noted, “the light of pub- 
licity is a most effective way of cleaning up” 
all the ugly charges that have been made.

President Truman has on his desk a bill in- 
tended to settle the controversy over tactical 
air power vs. long-range or strategic bombing of 
enemy installations behind the line of combat. 
The measure sent to the White House by Con- 
gress would require the Air Force to maintain 
a separate tactical air command. This command 
would be charged with the deployment of planes 
against front line targets in support of ground 
troops. 

There is no question that air support of 
ground troops can be and often has been a de- 
ciding factor in the course of fighting on the 
ground, Similarly, long-range bombing has re- 
peatedly broken up key enemy bases, supply 
points and communication lines. In modern 
war each has its place and one of the reasons 
for the merger of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force in a single Department of Defense, with 
unified commands in the field, was to co- 
ordinate these complementary functions. 

Is the best way to settle the tactical air sup- 
port issue to pass a bill requiring it? That is a 
question on which Gen. Bradley, Gen. Collins, 
Gen. Vandenberg and Adm. Fechteler must ad- 
vise the President. Congress will not neces 
sarily dispose of the problem by passing a law. 
That would depend entirely on how such a legis- 
lative ukase would work out in practice. The

‘determine that in advance in so far as is 
possible. 
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Where Stunt Flying Belongs 

The disaster at Flagler, Colo., would have 
been a heart-breaking one even if the airplane 
which crashed into the crowd of spectators had 
been engaged in a flight that had some useful 
purpose. What gives it its specially distressing 
character is that it was all so unnecessary. , The 
airplane that killed 20 persons, 13 of them 
children, was stunting over the crowd, doing 
rolls, and at a crazily low altitude. 

Stunting is part of aviation’s adolescence, 
from the barnstorming period of 20 years or 
more ago—but surely aviation has come of age 
now. In this day of safe trans-Atlantic flights 
and atomic energy, the airplane is hardly to be 
regarded as a toy to do circus tricks for the 
amazement of the crowd. 


In retrospect, we do not doubt that the

PAGEANTRY ON THE SHAKESPEAREAN STAGE, by 
Alice S. Venezky. (Twayne, 205 pqs., $3.50.)

Foods of the future will be pro- 
duced synthetically and cheaply 
from carbon dioxide gas, (which 
is produced by burning any com- 
bustible material containing car- 
bon) water and ammonia. 

Of course solar energy is nec- 
essary for this thing, and I can 
see in the future that perhaps 
large shallow basins, filled with 
water and containing mineral in- 
gredients in amounts necessary 
for perfect growth, will be scat- 
tered over the landscape, produc- 
ing foodstuffs in great abundance. 

The assimilation of carbon di- 
oxide will be accelerated by sat- 
urating the basins with artificial 
carbon dioxide and taking advan- 


tage of all the knowledge now. 


being gained, and that will be 
gained in coming years, from the 
studies on how the sun’s energy 
is accumulated by plants. 

These studies are now being 
supported by funds from the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
use radio-active carbon as a tool 
to trace the steps by which car- 
bon dioxide is converted into 
plant material. 

I believe that within 25 years 
this method of growth of food- 
stuffs will compete in certain

areas with the old methods of the 
farmer. 

In 75 years from now a sub- 
stantial amount of the world’s 


food may be grown by such arti- 


ficial, synthetic method. This will 
permit raising the standard of liv- 
ing, particularly in Asia and other 
under-developed countries. 

After the present period of in- 
stability and suspicion has been 
resolved, real peaceful and prac- 
tical uses of atomic energy will 
rapidly develop. 


I prtaicularly see the possibility . 


of having packaged atomic energy 
without the present harmful 
radiations, such as neutrons, gam- 
ma rays @nd beta rays. 

This packaged atomic energy 
will consist principally of what 
scientists call “alpha emitters” 
and will permit controlled gen- 
eration of power for everyday 
household uses. 

Regardless, however, of the 


benefits of atomic energy, the 
human race still will have to 
struggle with its daily chores. 


At the same time, the highly 
pessimistic predictions of some 
that all civilization will be de- 
stroyed by atomic warfare is not 
going to occur. But political lead- 
ers of the world should continue 
to try to avoid atomic warfare in 
any form.

N view of new possibilities we 
] now have with the development 

of atomic energy and rockets, it 
would be wise for science to ex- 
plore the feasibilities of travel- 
ing to other planets, or at least 
getting away from the earth’s sur- 
face to an artificial satellite of 
the earth, such as a space plat- 
form. | 

In this connection, I recall hav- 
ing lunch with my friend, Harold 
Urey, in New Orleans back in 


1942. At that time we knew 
atomic energy was in the bag. We 
made the prediction that 25 years 
from then, or by 1967, the first 
rocket from the earth would 
reach the moon. 


It is an interesting point that 
if a building the size of New 
York’s Grand Central Terminal 
existed on the moon today it 
would be visible even through an 
average college telescope. 


The first rocket will be easily 
observed because of the flash pro- 
duced by a charge of magnesium 
metal in the rocket as it strikes 
the moon’s surface. 

There is no question that atomic 
energy could power such a rocket, 
although some purely chemical 
fuels may give it a close race. 

Such fuels might be liquid hy- 
drogen combined with liquid fluo- 
rine, the latter being the most 
powerful chemical known to man. 
At present we are studying the

HE development of chemistry 
and physicsin thelast 25 years 
has beeen amazing, and the 
next 75 years should be at least 
comparable to the past quarter of 

a century. 

But _ scientific advances can 
only be realized if there is public 
support of scientists and also 
proper public understanding of 
the workings of science. 


Thus it is of great concern to 
all scientists now that the Na- 
tional Science Foundation, au- 
thorized by Congress, and which 
should be the mainstay of science 
in America, is not getting the 
financial support it needs. 

Instead of getting the requested 
$14,000,000 for the first year of 
its full-scale operation, its funds 
have been curtailed by the House 
to $300,000. 

Even the original $14,000,000 is 
small compared to enormous ex- 
penditures in various practical 
fields of research. This sum would 
be a small price to pay for vital 
research, which scientists may not 
always be able to explain in terms 
the public can understand. 

Past performance of scientists, 
however, should be sufficient 
guarantee that the funds will be 
well spent. If the National 
Science Foundation does not get 
proper public support, it may 
seriously affect the future -prog- 
ress of basic science in America 
—something that should be of 
concern to every American.

THERE ARE ‘trbehaten for 
military men’in civilian positions. 
And perhaps ofie of the, most dif- 
dicult to overcome is the fact 
that in any military service 
loyalty to one’s superior is taken 
for granted, while that is never 
the case in a civilian situation. 

In Federal departments and 
agencies in which the heads come 
and go but in which lower-classi- 
fication people remain for much 
longer periods, it is quite possible 
for clever people down the line 
to prevent the people at the top 
from carrying out their policies— 
to a certain extent, at least. I am 
sure that if Secretary Marshall 
ever found anyone who was 
quietly sabotaging any particular 
inteerst of his superior officer, 
he would always have felt that 
it must be because of misunder- 
standing and never because of 
intent!

BEL JEVE all 6-year-old children sheuld be exposed to read- 
ing. I] would start reading lessons the first day of the term 
foreall children in theelass. My experience indicates that 

this is best way. Some children will not take easily to the 
Icssons, and I would not make an issue of their doing so, but 

I would let them hold the reader, try to keep the place, and 
listen while the others who can read do so. 

» Some of the children who do not read at the start of the 
term will begin later on if they have been exposed to reading 
by helding their reader, listening, and getting,a bit of attention 
from the teacher. This is always possible, for thé majority of 
children learn with very little assistance from the teacher. She 
can afford to give more attention to the slower ones.

AS TO “READINESS,” my experience says, “Leave that to 
the teacher.” Of course the teacher I would assign to this 
class would be an expert in her field, not a young beginner. 
Only the highly trained, thoroughly experienced teacher, Well 
endowed with sympathy for and understanding of little chil- 
dren should have such an assignment and she should be paid 
the salary of an artist, which she is. 

When a child is set aside in Group Six, because he cannot 
take reading lessons, being “unready,” he feels unfit. Now all 
of us have to feel unfit at times, that is true, but why begin so 
early to let the pressures of life fall upon a little child? Why 
not let him try? Why not let him have the feeling of pride that 
comes to him when he, too, hag a reader with his name on it? 
That is a wonderful stimulus in itself. Just to feel fit is likely 
to make one so.
